The rest of the instruments marked the 
route of Schwan's column all the way from 
Rosario to Malabon, and then across the 
Desmarinas and back to Bacoor. 


RAN INTO ATRAP. 

Rosario had not expected the arrival of 
the American troops. The column marched 
that afternoon three miles to the inland 
barrio of Santa Cruz and there halted for 
the night. The edict against foraging was 

withdrawn or at least’ not enforced and 
every chicken within two miles of the place 
was captured before nightfall and went into 

“the pot. 


At daybreak the next morning the expedi- 


tion was on the road again moving against 
San Francisco de Malabon, three miles fur- 
ther on. It moved in two parallel columns 
along both banks of the Ilang-Ilang River. 
The main column took the east bank of the 
river. Three companies of the Thirteenth, 
A, M. and H, with two guns of the Fifth 
Artillery, with Captain Reilly in command, 
were in advance, with Captain Woodbridge 
Geary's battalion forming the main column. 
Across the river Major Bubb's battalion of 
. the Thirteenth was advancing with the two 
guns commanded by Lieutenant McCluskey. 
The columns moved about 7 o'clock. The 
column on the east side of the rear had gone 
about a mile when firing suddenly began 
on the right flank. It was not heavy. I 
do not believe there could have been more 
than twenty or thirty insurgents in the 
party that opened fire on us and they were 
go far off that there was little prospect, of 
their bullets striking. Suddenly over on the 
leit across the river we heard Bubb's col- 
umn open up. The firing was by volleys 
that followed each other in such rapid suc- 
cession that it was almost a continuous roar. 
The main column continued its march, pay- 
ing little attention to the fire on the flank. 
Scouts were sent out and two companies 
told off to act as skirmishers, and in a short 
time the fire was silenced. As the advance 
marched across the stone bridge into Mala- 
bon scattered shots were fired fram the 
houses and trees in the town. The insur- 
gents had thought the column would march 


from Noveletas straight to San Francisco 
de Malabon, five miles south, and had filled 


the road with trees and dug great ditches 
and trenches across it. All the country peo- 
ple had rushed into Rosario to get away 
from the Americans and instedd ran square- 
ly into them. In Rosario there was the 
greatest confusion. People tried to hide 
their money and valuables and generally 
- succeeded in overlooking enough to reward 
any sharp eyed soldier that happened along. 
‘Two big sums of money, one of something 
Ake 5,000, were found and turned over to 
the General's staff, who took charge of the 
money in behalf of the government. How 
much money was found and not reported 
of course no one can say. Small sums and 
Fold trinkets were appropriated at sight in 
much the same way that many nice people 
in America carry away silver spoons and 
other things as souvenirs from banquets 
and hotels. General Schwan had given it 
out that any one caught looting would be 
punished by death, but that would no more 
keep a soldier from collecting things that 
come handy than it would prevent the guests 


at @ hotel from taking away the cute little 
spoons: Besides the owner of anything that 
has any weight or size to it at all can usually 


get it if he follows up behind the army three 
miles. The soldier who first gets the loot 
carries it two miles. Then he gets tired and 
throws it away. The second soldier carries 
it a half mile further, Then he throws it 
away. The next half mile four or five men 
puccesssively inherit the loot, and then it is 
thrown away and finally abandoned. 


THE TAGAL’S SHOT. | 

General Schwan and his staff were crossing 
the bridge when there came 4 sharp report 
from a tree and a bullet sang close by the 
General’s head. Quick as a flash one of our 
‘Mttle Tagal scouts had dropped down on 
his knee and, throwing his riffle to his 
shoulder, seemed to fire without aiming. 
There was a sliding noise in the tree and 
then a dead insurgent dropped heavily to the 
ground, The little scout grinned from ear 
to ear, and, Jumping over the bridge, seized 
the dead sharpshooter’s rifle and cartridge 
case and brought them back to the officers 
on the bridge. 
. Company M pushed on down the main 
_ Street of Maladon, firing at the few insur- 
„ Sents who were seen running out of the 
town at the far end ot the street: One Fi)i- 
Pino who was carrying one end of a stretcher 
Was hit by a bullet and the stretcher was 
hastily laid down. When our men reached it 
they found it bore the dead body of an insur- 
Sent who had probably been killed back on 
pur right fank and who was being carried 
@way by his friends. Another insurgent lay 
Near the door of the church with his leg 
‘ badly shattered by a rifie bullet. The ad- 
yance column was scattered through the 
town,. ransacking the houses for concealed 
arms. Books and bits of furniture came 
ins out. of the windows as the men poked 
+ anda pried into every place where there was a 
chance of something being hidden. Captain 
Geary’s battalion did not stop in Malabon, 
but kept on marching right down the road 
over which the insurgents had retreated. 
The rear guard of the invurgents had by 
this time rallied and were holding a trench 
placed square across the road. As our forces 
appeared they opened with volleys. The 
artillery was ordered forward. They had a 
smooth piece of road before them and an 
opportunity of going into action after the 
fashion shown in pictures. And the opportu- 
nity was not lost. The two guns came pound- 
int down the road with the horses straining 
¢very muscle, their drivers Jeahing forward 
on their Becke lashing them at every jump 
and yelling like mad. The cannoneers raced 
madly along the side of their pieces, and as 
he guns swung around into action sprang 
to their places and in a moment more shrap- 
Rel Was Screaming its way over the insur- 
gent trench. The infantry had deployed un- 
ow cover of the guns and was pouring in a 

hot fire, and the insurgents soon left their 

trenches and retreated. Their fire had al- 
most ceased when a bullet struck Captain 
passing through the body. He was 
earried back to Malabon and died that night. 

Malabon seemed a prosperous sort of place. 
The church was.a magnificent structure. A

old book was Tagal and nobody could read 
it, so he might as well use it for killing 
chickens. And what do you suppose the 
book was?“ The chaplain’s voice was low 
and intense with emotion. “Why, it was 
the ‘Odes of Horace.’ Think of it! And that 
soldier thought it was.Tagal!’’ 

The chaplain tenderly picked up the books 
from the floor and arranged them on the 
shelves. Then he carefully closed the door 
of the house and went away. I was glad he 
did. I think it would have pained the chap- 
lain if he could have seen the joyful bonfire 
that the outpost made of the books to roast 
their. chickens with. 

The artillery, with all the wagons and 
ambulances carrying the dead and wounded, 
together with forty-seven sick men, left 
Malabon on Wednesday and the rest of the 
command drew rations and prepared for a 
hike across rice fields the next day. Atsun- 
rise the next morning the start had been 
made. The expedition struck straight across 
rice fields towards the Desmarinas road. 
The fields had been dry the night before, but 
early in the morning the insurgents had let 
in the water, and when we passed over the 
flelds they were ot the consistency of corn- 
meal mush. The column marched in single 
file, the men walking along the top of the 
dikes, which are about a foot and a half 
across. In a short time the dikes had be- 
come worn away to a mere ridge, wet and 
slippery, and the column floundered along 
in the mud as best it could. 

At one place there was an uninterrupted 
rice paddy fieid over three miles across. Our 
column of 1.800 men was stretched clear 
across this space. It was a unique sight. An 
army marching in single file. The long black 
column wound slowly across the fields. We 
had no idea where we were going or how 
many rice dikes we had to walk before we 
got there. We had come over two miles, and 
the sun seemed getting hotter every moment, 
and I was looking around through field 
glasses when a tired rookie who seemed to 
tumble off the dike every few minutes 
looked around and, mopping his muddy face, 
said, “ Say, mister, can you sight land yet?” 

No,“ I replied sadly,“ not yet.“ 

„Well, mister,“ went on the rookie, ain't 
them islands there about three points off 
the weather bow?!“ 

I told him I could only hope, inh we pushed 
on. We came to a river that we waded with 
the water over our hips. We crossed down 
into a deep cafion and at the bottom waded 
in water so deep that the shorter men 
thought they were going to be drowned. 
Then three miles more of balancing, slipping, 
sprawling, struggling pn top of the rice dikes 
and we reached the Degmarinas road. There 
was a halt and rest, and then three miles 
more marching and we took Desmarinas for 
a second time—this time without firing a 


END OF THE EXPEDITION. 

That night four companies of the Fourth 
Infantry came up from Imus with two guns 
and three ambulances, and it was expected 
that in the morning we would go on to 
Buena Vista. But just at daybreak a mes- 
senger came from Imus and General Schw 
was ordered to return, The expedition w 
over. n's taken. 
of Cavite Viejo, Nov 
Crus, Ban Francisco de Malibon: atid Des- 
marinas. It had also evacuated these places 
and the insurgents were back in them before 
our rear guard was well out of town. 

t is not easy to see just what the Schwan 
expedition accomplished. We took towns, 
but we gave them up. We fought no battles 
worthy of the name. We did not have even 
a sight of the insurgent army. We killed a 
number of them, and if the expedition was 
purely pufiitive, as General Schwan inti- 
mates, perhaps it was a success. But some 
people do not believe in punitive expeditions 
or guerrilla raids that contribute nothing to- 
ward the only aim America has in the Phil- 
ippines—the ending of the war and the bring- 
ing of peace to these unhappy islands. And 
even if our only source of gratification in 
reviewing the expedition is the number of 
insurgents that were killed, whether there 
were 10 or 200, it hardly makes up for the 
loss of; Captain Geary or Captain Saffold or 
the other brave men who were killed on our 
side. Yet the. expedition was greeted in 
Manila as a great triumph for our arms.

THE DAILY OCCUPATION. 


People in the States who talk about the 
war in the Philippines, and about great 
movements that could, have been made and 
that should be made, and about the mistakes 
of this General and that one, don't often 
think of the place where United States au- 
thority ends and insurgent territory begins. 
They think of the army in Manila and scat- 
tered along the railroad without thinking 
that there must be a place where thesway of 
the American soldier abruptly ends and 
where that of Aguinaldo’s troops as sud- 
denly begins. But up at Angeles is the 
jumping off place. You can walk north in 
Luzon Island as far as the Angeles grave- 
yard, and then you must stop. The little 
man chewing sugarcane out in the shadow 
of the cane patch is one of the gentlemen 
who has been sent to say stop. You keep on 
and he will drop gracefully on one knee and 
give an illustration of how near hecan come 
to hitting you at the first shot. It's humiliat- 
ing to a proud American citizen to have to 
duck and run for the protecting shelter of 
the graveyard, but while it is sad it is true. 

There's a sharp line drawn north of 
Angeles, and it marks for a while at least 
the limitations of the American citizen in 
the far Bast. On this line stand men in 
dirty kahkis, leaning on gatling guns and 
looking across from the graveyard to other 
men in white who sit along the cane field and 
look back at them. The line runs east from 
the graveyard across the railroad, a mile or 
two away. Along the line men lay in bamboo 
thickets looking out across the fields, look- 
ing at other men in bamboo thickets, who are 
also looking at them. And if you stand 
along the road and look away across the 
fields and say: Here's a good place for 
them to come in at,“ a voice comes down 
out of the clouds whichsays: “They kinnot. 
I kin see wery move they make.“ Private 
Mike Hogan peers down from the top of a 
scrubby tree, and says: “If you think I 
ain’t looking, I am. There ain't a nagur 
within two miles kin draw his breath with- 
out me a-lookin’ right at um.“ 

Over on the railroad a barricade has been 
thrown across the track, and a 8 2-10-iInch 
cannon peers over it. A few feet away a 
gatiing stands ready.

away their precious cannon, which is the 
apple of their eye, that they brought down a 
full regiment of foot one day to protect the 
gun. Some of Colonel Smith's batterymen 
dropped a couple of pieces of shrapnel from 
the 3.2 guns in the midst of the insurgents’ 
battery support, and the effect must have 
been discouraging. The insurgents’ big gun 
hasn't been down in daytime since. 


‘AMIGO OR INSURRECTO? 


All Filipinos Look Alike to Colonel 
Smith, So the Natives Work on the 
Railroad from Force or Patriotism. 

Colonel Smith solved the amigo problem 
in a peculiar manner. He decided that every 
big, husky-looking Filipine was an insur- 
recto or an American. If he was an insur- 
recto he was put to work on the railroad, as 
he was then a prisoner and deserved to labor 
for the advancement of civilization in the 
Philippines. If the man was supposed to 
be really in sympathy with the Americans, 
as they all declared, he was put to work on 
th railroad in order that he might show by 
his deeds his great love for the American 
cause. The result was that the Twelfth 
Infantry became distressingly unpopular to 
the Filipinos. It was all nice to go into 
town under pretense of selling eggs, and 
stopping to count guns, and cannon, and 
horses by the way, and looking to see where 
the outposts were, so a nice, safe shot could 
be made at night. But it was different when 
there was a great rearing Captain there who 
had mustaches like a wildcat and who 
glared and spat on the ground when the ped- 
dlers of eggs were brought before ; who 
said strange oaths and yelled “‘ Give him a

amigo him!" The gentle amigos had not 
been used to this strange treatment. It 
was an open joke among the soldiers that 
insurgents who had been shooting at them 
a few hours before would come strolling into 


town and have a pleasant visit with their

There is always an air of excitement ‘at 
the extreme front. With three or 4,000 rep- 
resentative of an extremely enthusiastic sol- 
diery prowling around the place only 800.

the earnest pursuit of trouble it is not strange 
that exciting events happen now and then. 
gone out on one of the country roads to 
look see,” as they put ita phrase learned 
from the pigeon-English of the Chinos. A 
muffied roar of guns comes from the dis- 
tant woods which the scouting party was 
seen to enter an hour or two before. Then 
the outpost lying down in the exact mathe- 
matical center of the road to Mexico raises 
up and turning to the corporal who sits back 
on the bench under the tree says: “ Jest 
what did I tell u. They’ve gone and got 
jumped.” “‘S'wat they have,” says the 
corporal, reflecttvely. Well, they’ve just 
been a dyin’ for trouble the last two weeks, 
and I'm darned glad they got it.” He pauses, 
and à volley of Mausers is heard down in the 
woods. 

Wow!“ says the corporal. I guess that 
will hold 'em for a While.“ Then he hastily 
sends word back to the officer of the com- 
pany on duty, and a message is sent to the 
commanding officer, and soon several com- 
panies are being sent out to the relief of 
the scouts. It is generally the case that as 
the companies start out one roed they see | 
the scouts carelessly loafing across a rice 
paddy on the way back. 

As the scouts come back the soldiers at 
the outposts grin. “ O, they just did want a 
nice little scrap, didn't they?“ remarks the 
outpost pleasantly. “ And the mean old nig- 
gers did most certainly let em have one. 
Am't that just too bad?“ 

The scouts swing leisurely by. 0, I 
don’t know!“ says the scout at the end of 
the string, who has three ducks and two 
‘chickens tied to his belt. Can't see that 
you've got any the best of us.” 

The outpost gazes at the chickens and the 
ducks and relapses into silence. 

No one lays down at night with an expec- 
tation of sleeping peaceably until daylight. 
At any moment the insurgents are liable to 
betgin an attack and send bullets and shells 
fiying through the houses in the town. As 
a rule every one sleeps ready to turn out at 
any moment. It is a lamentable fact that 
the army at Angeles goes to bed with its 
boots on, but any ohe who has been through 
a night attack will not wonder atit. The 
attack made last Sunday morning at 2:30 
o'clock is a fair sample. There had been no 
alarms from the outposts dnd the town was 
as still under the white light of the tropical 
moon as though war had never been invent- 
ed. A dog howled dismally down the street 
and a sentinel somewhere over towards the 
church was challenging in a low voice, 
Who's there? O, is that you, corporal? 
What is it? Going fora drink? All right.” 
There was stillness again. The swaying 
bamboos creaked In the wind and a night 
bird whistled somewhere. Then a harsh, 
swishing, ringing noise was heard overhead 
and a distant boom.” : 

“That was a shell!” somebody down in 
the street was shouting. <A soldier was 
pounding with his gun on a door and crying, 
They're shelling the town.“ Then came 
the sound of cracking Mausers and the pop- 
ping of the bullets overhead, and then again 
the shrieki of a shell and a deafening 
crash as th issile exploded in a 


half dazed in the road and murmuring some- | 
thing about, “I was sound asleep and the’ 
top sergeant gave me a kick and said——”’ 
„Gangway! goes a shout, 
diers fall back while the three-inch guns go 
by on the gallop. Some companies are sent 
out to reinforce the outposts and the others 
remain in town under arms and are allowed 
to seek shelter under the adjoining walls, 
for there is more danger in the town itself 
than there is on the outposts. The bullets, 
which are usually fired too high, fly well 
over our firing line and drop into the town 
behind. Usually the firing continues until 
morning, and the loss is about’ what it was 
last Sunday—one man killed and six or seven 
wounded. Sometimes it is heavier, and 
again there may be only two or three hurt. 


THE INEVITABLE. 

Nobody at Angeles thinks any more of the 
night attacks or the perils of outpost duty 
or the jumping of a scouting expedition than 
they do in Manila of the parties at the Bo- 
hemian club, the little dinners at the Re- 
ception restaurant, or a stag party in Er- 
mita. It’s all in the day’s work. It’s what 
always happens at the place where two rail- 
road engines meet, two ocean steamers, or 
two armies meet. The place is not always 
the same. It has been Caloocan and Molo- 
los and Calumpit and Santa Rita and San 
Fernando, and for two months now it has 
been Angeles. By the time this article is 
printed it may be Tarlac. But whatever the 
name of the town, about the same thing 
haprens.

Incredible as it may seem to disinterested 
men in this part of the country, the New 
York Jun ‘is insistent in its demand that 
Admiral Schley shall be court-martialed.

. Grau. says evidently don’t 

3 such opera as we give them.“ Per- 
haps he is right. As the performances in 
the main have been well given, the fault 
must be elsewhere. He has canvassed nun- 
merous reasons to account for this apathy, | 
but there is one he has overlooked. It is 
strange that a manager who has catered 
for the public so many years, and catered 
so well, should not recognize that popular 
tastes change, and that the public tires 
after awhile of the same bill of fare. Leav- 
ing out of the question the high prices of 
admission and disappointments in caste, 
which are more or less inevitable, though 
they are much more frequent now than 
they used to be, Mr. Grau to the contrary 
notwithstanding, people desire a change. 
Like the Athenians, they are running about 
for something new and striking. The lead- 
ing people of this troupe are substantially 
the same as those who have been here dur- 
ing the last three seasons. The repertory 
is almost identical. In the three weeks 
Faust will have been given twice, the 
“Huguenots” twice, the Marriage of 
Figaro .twice, “Carmen” three times, 
„Tannhäuser twice, Lohengrin twice, 
„Die Walktire twice, and Trovatore,’”’ 
“Romeo and Juliet,” “ Rigoletto,” Bar- 
‘ber of Béville,” “Cavalleria Rusticana,”

once each. ‘These are the same old operas,’ 
and some of them so old, like the Hugue- 


nots,”  Trovatore,” Romeo and Jüllet.“ 


“ Rigoletto,” Barber of. Seville,” and 
Ada,“ that they should have been shelved 
long ago. Perhaps the people are tired of 
the same singers and the same operas year’ 
after year, and yearn for something new. 
Perhaps they are tired of seeing each other, 
the same people sitting in the same boxes, 


wearing the same tiaras and jewels, und 


trying to appear interested. 

Tun Trinvnez believes this has much to 
do with the “apathy.” It must also be gon- 
sidered that, while there are excellent art- 
ists in this troupe, there are but two super- 
latively great artists, Sembrich and De 
Reszke.

BROOKLYN'S “FUND 

Brooklyn has had its “ Fund W,” a more 
glaring fraudthan the one which flourished 
in Chicago over a 
called the Franklin Syndicate. The man at 
the head ot it,w y-capital was the 
willingness of mankind io be swindled, of- 
fered to pay the buyers of its stock certifi- 
cates, costing only $10, 10 per cent interest 
weekly on them. Dividends at that rate 
were paid up to the time when the grand 
jury indieted the promoters. Those divi- 
dends were paid, as a matter of course, 
out of tue capital of investors; This 
could have been kept up for some time, or so 
long as new money continued coming in and 
investors did not ask to have their certifi- 
cates redeemed. It was intimated by the 
managers that they made money in stock 
speculations, Mysterious hints were 
thrown out about tips given by a Sen- 
atorial clique.” Such explanations of the 
ability of the concern to pay the dividends 


it agreed to should not have deceived any- 


body. They would not have done so but 
for the amazing gullibility of mankind con- 
cerning certain subjects. 

Intelligent men have been surprised at the 
ready acceptance by so many persons, edu- 
cated as well as uneducated, of the crazy 
monetary ideas of the free silverites and 
the flatists. Why should they be surprised 
when there are so many thousands who are 
ready to believe that they can get 520 


per cent a year on their money, though 


nowadays investments which pay 6 per 
cent are sought for eagerly by capitalists 
and are hard to get.

‘The amount of money taken in by the 
syndicate during its thirty-three weeks’ life 
ie not known. It may exceed three million 
dollars. Part of that has been paid back 
in dividends, part has gone toward the liv- 
ing expenses of the promoters, and part to 
pay the wages of an army of typewriters 
and clerks. Most likely some of it has been 
laid aside by the devisers of the scheme for 
a rainy day. If the authorities had acted 
more-promptly that reserve fund would not 


have been so large. The postofiice officials’ 
were unwilling to do anything so long as 


the syndicate paid dividends. They should 
have stopped the delivery of its mail the 
day they heard of its existence. An offer 
to pay 10 per cent a week is conclusive evi- 
dence of fraud to everybody--except a not 
inconsiderable percentage of the American 
public. There are people who are always 
ready to be cheated, and who will always 
find somebody willing to accommodate them. 
There are some who are so eredulous that 
they are ready to intrust their savings to a 
man of whom they know nothing because 
he tells them he will make every dollar they 
leave with him earn fifty-two dollars for 
them in a year, There are others who can- 
not put faith in such a statement as that, 
but who accept as gospel truth the assur- 
ances. of the promoters of industrial com- 

nae that the common stock in those com- 
bines offered to them at 50 cents on the 
dollar will pay 6 or 7 per cent dividends 
on its face value.

METHUEN’S COSTLY VICTORY. 

Lord Methuen's engagement last Thurs- 
day at Belmont, south of Kimberley, affords 
no reason for xltering the belief that the 
British have a latger task éut out for them 
than they realize. The charge of the Brit- 
ish infantry up the steep hills under the 
Boer fire was a gallant feat of arms, and 
as the Boers retreated it stands as a British 
victory. But it was a victory that seems to 
bear a strong resemblance to those at Glen- 
coe and Dundee, which turned out to be 
really defeats, 

Julian Ralph, with all his enthusienm, 
gives the British casualties as 231 and esti- 
mates those of the Boers at only 200. As 
the Boers were in a strong, rock-protected 
position the probability is that their loss 
was much less. They withdrew in good or- 
der, taking their killed and wounded and 
likewise their guns. While they were 
driven out of their position on the hilltops, 
all reports agree that they fought fiercely 
and well, Man for man, they were more 
than a match for the attacking force, Lord 
Methuen’s force is said to have been 7,000, 
while that of the Boers was probably little 
more than half that number. Mr, Ralph 
says it was 4,000. Another correspondent 
puts it at 5,000, while still another says it 
was 3,500. The point is that the Boers 
were outnumbered, yet sold their position 
so dearly that no attempt seems to have 
been made to follow them. It was a costly 
victory. 

The fact that the Boers are nearly all 
mounted, while the British have but few 
cavalry regiments, is one which must count 
heavily against the British. There is also 
every reason to believe that the British loss 
has been the greater in all the engagements 
thus far fought. The fight at Belmont was 
technically a victory, but it was of a kind 
which indicates that Great Britain has un- 


reinforcements in south Africa before it 
can annex the Transvaal.

The United States is not 
bound more closely to Great Britain than it 
is to Germany, or France, or Russia, or any 
ther friendly power. The reiterated asser- 
tions of an Anglo-Gaxon alliance by Eng- 
lish writers and speakers can only bring 
us unmerited criticism, without furthering 
in the least the impossible alliance which 
the British have dreamed of ever since Ma- 
‘nila and Sa With due ‘appreciation 
of. the English laureate’s well-turned com-. 
| plimenta, Americans would prefer to see 
5 employ his muse in a less distinctively 
capacity. 


THE EMPEROR AND CONSUELO. 

The visit of the Emperor William to 
the Duke of Marlborough has caused the 
cable correspondents to be profuse in twad- 
dle. As the Duchess of Marlborough was 
born in this country they see in this visit 
an international event—Germany greeting 
America. They are convinced a desirable 
entente cordiale between the two countries 
has been promoted, whereas, on this side 
of the ocean, at least,.only popular hilarity 
will be prothoted by their snobbish rap 
tures. 

The fact that the Emperor has visit- 
ed the Duchess of Marlborough—who is a 
Vanderbilt—does not excite Americans. 
She lived in this country a scant eighteen 
years. She was unknown and unimportait 
while here. No weeping crowds gathered 
at the shore to mourn her departure. She 
is no longer an American woman. Her 
income alone is American. The English 
nobleman whom she has married is, no 
doubt, a well meaning, respectable young 
man, but he is inconspicuous. He has 
done no harm and no good. His movements 
and his visitors do not interest Ameri- 
cans. It is ridiculous to suppose that the 
seventy-five or eighty million people living 
in this country will be flatte ered, gratified, 
or affected in any way an imperial 
visit to.a titled young woman who was

The statement that visits like the one 


just made by the Emperor are unusual is 
not true, either of the ptesent time or of 
earlier days.

GARBAGE REDUCTION. 


Philadelphia, Buffalo, Pittsburg, Colum- 
bus, Cleveland, Cineinnati, Detroit, In- 
dianapolis, St, Louis, and a great number 
of lesser cities, have perfected. arrange- 
ments under which their garbage is dis- 
posed of by the reduction process, Chi- 
cago occupies a place at the rear of this 
entire procession, with practically no siz- 
able town to share her backward company 
except Milwaukee. 

The reduction of garbage was instituted 
in Buffalo nearly a dozen years ago, and 
was soon afterward introduced in Detroit. 
It is now the only approved or defensible 
method of disposing of kitchen waste. A 
few towns, chiefly in the South, have de- 
struction plants where, the material is sim- 
ply burned, and Toronto has this plan. It 
is objectionable, however, since it involves 
the destroying of mxterials, which, it 
separated by the proper methods, ha ve a 
commereial value and are saved to society. | 
Precisely what these products—fats, fer- 
tilizers, etc.—are worth is not generally 
known, inasmuch as the business is of 
comparatively recent origin and is in the 
hands of contractors who carefully guard 
financial results. While the destruction 
plant at Toronto belongs to the city, the 
rendering works in our American cities 
are in private hands. The value of the 
products is evidently a considerable item, 
else it would not justify the expensive 
plants erected to obtain it. 

That our garbage, which is now mixed 
with other refuse and dumped at yarious 


nuisance, and that instead of such shift- 
less disposition, as well as in obedience to 
social economy, it ought to be transported 
beyond the city limits and disposed of in 
rendering works, are plain and urgent 
facts. But it. is idle to hope that any 
progressive method for dealing with them 
will ever be worked out by the present 
administration in Chicago. The Civic 
federation awakened expectations by tak- 
ing up this matter three-years ago and 
securing the passage of an act in relation 
to it. Unfortunately the law failed to 
stand in the- courts, but if that organiza- 
tion is anxious for deeds of usefulness it 
would do well to resume the subject where 


the point of realizing actual reduction of 
the city’s garbage. Reforms of this sort 
require perseverance commensurate with 
their difficulty on the part of those who 
undertake to deal with them, and such 
perseverance would in this case introduce 
“at a point where it is sorely needed a new 
standard of municipal housekeeping. 


vorne MACHINES, 

A committee of the City Council of De- 
troit has decided to recommend payment by 
the city for the seventeen voting machines 
used at the recent city election, and public 
opinion is in accord with this action. This 
fact, together with the use of such machines 
in Buffalo at the same time and their re- 
peated use hitherto in several minor cities, 
emphasizes the probability of their general 
adoption in the near future. 

Following an unsatisfactory trial of a 
similar machine in Detroit two years ago, 
those empioyed this year were built especi- 
ally to meet election demands in that city, 
and, though in the local election there were 
but three party tickets, with sixteen as the 
maximum number of candidates for each, 
the machines are spaced for seven tickets 
of forty-three candidates each, the latter 
being the maximum number voted for at 
any election: Provision is also made in 
their register for voting on amendments and 
similar questions. The. chosen precincts 
were representative of the different social 
classes in the city and the test was satisfac-

GIVES THE FIRST ON DBC. 18. 


Organisation Has Met with Decided 
Success and Has Distributed Many 
Thousands of Dollars Among De- 
serving Institutions Since Ite For- 
mation—Interest in the Affairs of 
the German Old People’s Home Leads

| The charity ball to be given by the German- 
\merican Charity association at the Audi- 
orlum on Dec. 18 will be the first of the 
aason. This will be the sixth annual char- 
iy ball given under the auspices of the as- 
sciation ind ft is expected that it will be the 
mst successful of all that have been held. 
lach year the association’s charity ball 
preves mere siccessful than the preceding 
one not oily inthe general interest aroused 
but in a finatclal way. The association 
owes its origin © a ball given in the Schiller 
Bulldéhe u 1896 for the benefit of the Ger- 
man did Peoples Home, netting it $1,500. 
Last rear the association divided $12,500 
amons a numbei of charitable institutions. 
In (802 the Necutive committee of the 
Gernan Old People’s Home, which had 
maraged a number of balls for the benefit 
of tie home, enlsted services of some young 
mei not connrcted with the institution's 
mshagement. That was the origin of the as- 
acctiation. The committee had held balis 
is North Side Turner Hall, but it was de- 
d@ed to make the one that season much 
Arger and it vas held in the Schiller Build- 
ng.

So encouraged were all by the success of 
the ball that it was thought the work could 
be broadened and other deserving institu- 
tions aided as well as the German Old 
People’s Home. John Koelling, Fred M. 
Schmidt, and Edwin Raster sent notices on 
Nov. 6, 184, to young men interested to 
meet and consider plans for the organiza- 
tion of an association to provide some en- 
tertainmeat annually in German-American 
circles and distribute the proceeds among 
institutions without regard to creed. On 
Nov. 16 the German-American Charity as- 
sociation was formed, with Charles H. 
Wacker, President; William H. Rehn, Vice 
President; Horace L. Brand, Treasurer, and 
John Koelling, Secretary. A board of twen- 
ty-two managers was chosen. 

A ball was given in the First Regiment 
Armory, Michigan avenue and Sixteenth 
street, on Jan. 24, 1895. It netted $6,500. 
The chief beneficiaries of this fund were the 
German Old People’s Home, the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital, and the German Hos- 
pital, but the Michael Reese Hospital, the 
St. Elizabeth Hospital, the Home for Desti- 
tute Crippled Children, the policemen’s and 
firemen’s pension funds, and the German 
society also shared in the proceeds of the 
entertainment. 


Association Is Incorporated. 

So enthusiastic did the members grow 
over the result that it was decided to form a 
permanent organization and on Oct. 25, 1896, 
articles of incorporation were filed with the 
Secretary of State at Springfield. On Jan. 
21, 1806, a ball was given at the Auditorium. 
The price of tickets had been raised from 
$5 to $10 apiece. This was an experiment, 
the success of which was doubted by many, 
but it was found no more difficult to sell a 
ticket at the higher figure than the lower. 
The net receipts were $10,500. 

The net receipts of the ball of or were 
$10,450, and of the one of '98, $12,500, which 
was given to the following institutions:

the sale of tickets goes direct to beneficiaries,

But once the question was a vital one, and 
for generations it was contested bitterly 
between employers and workmen. The 
most bitter opposition encountered by any 
class of machinery has been shown to im- 
provements in the textile industry. From 
the first- each progressive step has met with 
the determined opposition of the workers, 
who made the most dire predictions of the 
effect of the new contrivances. 3 

Before the inventions of Arkwright, Kay, 
Crompton, Jacquard, and Hargreaves the 
spinning and weaving of textiles was a 
household industry, carried 
connection with agriculture by people in 
the country and small towns. 
first half of the eighteenth century all cot- 
ton yarn was spun in single threads by hand, 
and, although the industry was pursued in 
farmhouses over England. 
supply of cotton yarn continued below the 
demand and much below the quantity which 
the weavers were capable of manufacturing. 
The weavers were well paid and had fre- 
quent holidays. 

In 1788, when John Kay of Bury invented 
the flying shuttle, they believed that their 
work was too much Mghtened. They pre- 
ferred to continue to pass the shuttle car- 
rying the weft from one hand to the othér 
on its way through the warp. It was a slow 
process and made it possible to weave only 
narrow widths, and the usual 
three-quarters of a yard, which still sur- 
vives, is due to the former necessity of pags- 
ing the shuttle from hand to hand. Two 
men were required to weave wide goods, 
who sent the shuttle from one to another. 

Kay’s invention made it possible for one 
weaver to do twice as much work. The 
weavers immediately 
They argued that, as there was not enough 
Work to keep all of the weavers busy, an 
invention which would enable a weaver to 
do twice as much work would throw half 
of their craft out of employment. Kay was 
80 persecuted that he left England and es- 
tablished himself in Paris, and it was only 
after much persuasion that*the wea 
were induced to make use of an inven 
that lightened their work by half. 


THE SPINNINGJENNY. 
The remedy for the danger feared by the 


countless 


weavers came about 1764, when Hargreaves 
invented the spinning jenny, 
through the instrumentality of a wheel, a 
number of spindles could be worked simul- 
When the machine was first 
framed it was enabled to work eight spin- 
dies at the same time, and it was soon so 1m- 
proved that a single spinner could spin more 
than 100 threads of cotton. Then the spin- 
alarmed and thought that they 
were doomed to extinction by the competi- 
tion of the machines. After Hargreaves had 
made several of the machines the spinners 
breke into his house at 
stroyed them. He was warned to leave the 
town forever. Hargreaves moved to Not- 
tingham, where he set up a cotton mill. 

Hargreaves’ invention enabled the spin- 
ner to keep pace with the weaver. 
wright, another Lancashire man, contrived 
a spinning apparatus by which cotton could 
be spun both fine and strong enough to be 
used for the warp as well as the weft. With 
the fate of Kay and Hargreaves before him 
he did not think it advisable to remain in 
Lancashire, and he went to Nottingham. 

Workingmen in the Nottingham district 
showed the greatest dislike to his machine, 
and several personal attacks were made on 
the inventor. Arkwright was denounced as 
an enemy of the workingmen. The weavers 
for a long time refused to use his yarn, anda 
mill which he built near Chorley was de- 
stroyed by a mob in the presence of a strong 
force of police and military, who made no 
effort to save it. 

Arkwright's inventions were so revolu- 
tionary one wished him suc-- 
cess. he manufacturers were o to 
their tse, as well as the Nn 
selves; for it meant a greater initial cost 
than when the old method was used. Al-

But nails. from 
being costly, have now become so cheap 
that if a carpenter drops one it is cheaper 
for him to let it lle than to stop and pick it 
up. Bstimating that it takes a carpenter 
ten seconds to pick up a nail, and his time is 
worth 80 cents an hour, the recovery of a 
dropped mail would cost .083 cent, while the 
cost of an individual sixpenny naj] is 0077.

WORK OF POWER LOOM. 


No manufacture offers a more striking 
illustration of the apparent displacement of 
man by machine than the textile industry. 
With the power loom the weaver now 
weaves 180 picks in a minute, while with 
the old hand loom he coud weave but sixty. 
When the power loom was first introduced 
one weaver was required for eath loom, 
but recent improvements have made it pos- 
sible for one operative to attend to ten 
The ts in the spin 
e ring frame improvements in - 
ning process have displaced that line of 
labor to such an extent that but one-third 
the number of operatives formerly required 
is now necessary. With the single spiuche 
hand wheel one spinner could spin five skeins 
of No. 82 twist in fifty-six hours. The mod- 
ern mule spinning machine, containing 2. N 
124 spindles, produces, with the assistance 
of one operator and two small girls, 66,008 
skeins of the same thread in the same time, 
With the old hand loom one weaver | 
weave forty-two yards of coarse cotton 
cloth in a week: now a single operator can 
turn out 8,000 yards of the same product 
in the same time. The Commissioner of 
Labor computes that in the manufacture of 
cotton goods alone improved machinery has 
reduced muscular labor 50 per cent in the 
production of the same quality of goods. 
But the number of people employed in the 
industry has increased in greater proportion, 


England was at one time ahead of all other 
nations. Machinery is largely made of iron 
and the designer always aimed to have as 
much as possible of the work done on the 
lathe. The lathe may then be considered the 
principal tool employed in the manufacture 
of machinery. 
In the original ſron-turning lathes it was 
necessary for the person to hold the tool in 
his hand and, of course, one man could work 
only one lathe. The turning lathe was so 
improved that today it is quite automatic. 
Suppose, now, that a piece of metal has to be 
turned. It is mounted in a lathe, the tool Is 
set off, and the lathe started. The tool is 
automatically fed up and cuts off a uniform 
chip. As a lathe of necessity has to turn 
slowly, it requires a long time to make one 
cut. In some cases the person does not have 
to sharpen or adjust a tool more than oncea 
day, and this requires only, we will say, 
about five minutes. All the rest of the time 
he has nothing to do but watch the lathe. 
and in many cases he has all he can do to 
keep from going to sleep. The trades unions 
will not allow the British workman to run 
more than one lathe, while in Germany and. 
France a man runs four or six, according to 
the class of work on which he is employed.“ 
In many American shops only one lathe is 
allowed to a man, as in England. 


MACHINE-MADE SHOES. 
At every step the making of shoes by ma- 
chinery has been opposed by the working- 
men. Thomas A. Edison says that the sew- 
ing machine for shoes is second only to the 
Blanchard lathe as an important machine. 
Yet the shoemakers of Northampton, Ene- 
land, struck forty years ago when it was 
proposed that they should no longer sew 
shoes by hand. Their strike, known as the 
“madman's strike,” was long and bitterly 
contested, but ended in a victory for the ma- 
chines. Now nearly every procéss in the 
manufacture of shoes is done by machinery, 
but each time the fleld of the machine has 
been enlarged there has been bitter opposi- 
tion on the part of the workmen. 

When the sewing machine was invented 
there was a great outcry from the sewing 
women. Sermons were preached in the 
churches, and prayers were offered to pre- 
vent the success of the invention. 

When Jethro Tull applied iron to his plows 
in the eighteenth century his own laborers 
rebelled against his innovations and will- 
fully broke his instruments. The finger- 
bar, invented in 1822 by Henry Ogie of Aln- 
wick, England, was received with angry 
prejudice by the working people, who 
thredtened to kill the manufacturers if it 
was not withdrawn. The use of improved 
agricultural machinery was opposed for a 
long time on the larger farms, where it was 
believed that it would mean a decrease in 
the number of men employed instead of an 
increase in the area under cultivation. 


USE OF COMPRESSEDAIR. 

It is in the use of compressed air in the

COOPERS’ MACHINES. 


Improvements in cooperage machinery, 
—— the manufacture ot barrels and casks 
much cheaper, have been fought by the 
coopers. In most cities the new machines 
won their way, but most of the barrels are 
still made by hand. Wher the Pabst Brew- 
‘ing company of Muwaukee established a 
plant four years ago the local Coopers’ union 
refused to handle the machinery and the 
brewers were forced to ignore the new in- 
ventions. Last spring, when the amount of 
work to be done was beyond the capacity 
of the coopers to produce by hand, the com- 
pany opened its machine plant. A strike fol- 
lowed and a boycott was placed upon the 
Pabst beer. The brewers appealed to the 
American Federation of Labor, whose Execu- 
tive board repudiated the conduct of the 
coopers. 
The London Times was the first newspaper 
to be printed by steam. Mr. Walter set up 
his press and printed an edition on Nov. 29. 
1817, without knowledge of his hand press- 
men. They showed a disposition to make 
a disturbance, but Walter intimated to them 
that if they carried into practice their hos- | 
tile feelings a sufficient foros would be called 
in to suppress any riot, while if they offered 
no resistance to the use of steam they would 
be retained in his employment. Much the 
same opposition was shown at first to the 
Ldnotype machines by the typographical 
unions. The compositors, however, did not 
long oppose the improvement, and now reap 
their reward by earning good wages for 
lighter work with shorter hours, which is 
the result that in almost every case has fol- 
lowed the substitution of labor-saving ma- 


chines for hand work. 


GLASS BLOWING. | 

During the last two years machinery has 
been applied to glass blowing in green and 
flint glass factories. This has caused half 
a dozen strikes, at Muncie, Marion, and other 
towns in Indiana, each of which has resulted 
in success for the proprietors. At present 
it seems as if all glass blowers, except the 
window workers, for whom machinery has 
not yet been invented, will be displaced 

The favorite argument that has been 
used by workingmen in their opposition to 
machinery is that displacement of labor 
follows. Experience has shown that this 
result occurs seldom, and when it does is 
merely temporary. while, on the other hand, 
new inventions bring men into new and 
remunerative employments, 

Carroll D. Wright, Commissioner of Labor, 
has made many interesting estimates of 
the economy of labor in manufacture 
realized through new machinery. In one 
factory where agricultural machinery ts 
made, 600 men now do work that would re- 
quire 2,145 men without the aid of ma- 
chinery to perform. Mr. Wright quotes a 
manufacturer as saying that it would re- 
quire 500 persons working by hand processes

the Russian ships can make is 17.5—the two 
latest—the others making only 16 knots. 
The Japanese battleships are more gener- 
ally and more heavily armored than the 
best of the Russian ships, with Harveyized 
steel, while their batteries of the latest 12- 
inch wire-wound rifles and quick-firing 
6-inch guns. 12-pounders, and 3-pounders, 
together with under-water torpedo tubes, 
make them undesirable opponents. The 
ships have — coal supplies. 

The armo cruisers, Asama and Tokiwa, 
each of 9,750 tons displacement and of 22 
knots speed, are more than fighting matches 
for the Rurik and the Rossia. The batteries 
consist of four 8-inch, fourteen 6-inch, and 
twelve 12-pounders, and a dozen 8-pounders, . 
rapid-fire guns all. Each also has five sub- 
merged torpedo tubes, out of the reach of an 
enemy’s fire. These ships have large coal 
bunker capacities, and there is but little 
doubt they could cover nearly as wide a 
radius of action as the big Russian cruisers. 


Swift Protected Cruisers. 0 
In protected cruisers—the vessels upon 
| which Japan would have to depend most to 
protect its transports and commerce as well 
as to harass the same phases of its opponent, } 
Japan is at, a decided advantage. Beside 
the two fine cruisers of 22.5 knots, Kasagi 
and Chitose, built in this country recently, 
Japan has the Takasago and its sister ship 
of 24 knots. These ships are armed with 
powerful batteries of rapid-fire inch and 
4.7-inch rifles. In addition to these modern 
craft Japan has the Idzumi of 2,950 tons, the 
Matsushima, Hashidate, Itgukushima, Yo- 
shino, each of something over 4,000 tons; the 
Naniwa, Takachiho, Akitsushima, each 
over 8,000 tons; and the Akashi and Suma of 
2,700 tous each. The slowest of the ships 
makes 17 knots, while the rest of them 
range from 18 to 23 knots. 

The Sai Yen, captured from China, is a 


rumored possibility of an armed clash be- 
tween Russia and Japan over that last- 
ing bone of contention, Corea, and while 
the pacific utterances of the Russian 
Minister to the Hermit Nation scout the

Russia robbed Japan of Corea, the prime 
fruit of her victory over China, and Japan 
has never forgiven her. And while the 
recent troubles may have been “ purely per- 
sonal and only.“ private differences,” and 
though both countries may now be bound 
Dy the reported “two formal compacts” 
to maintain the independence of Corea, still 
private differences easily become national 
ones when the desire to fight is present, and 
most wars grow out of open violations of 
formal agreements. 
Corea is merely a puppet in the hands of 
the dominant power, which is Russia now, 
and while that condition is to a large part 
due to the arrogance’ of the Japanese in 
the first flush of victory, the fact rankles 
to the verge of vengeance. War is held to 
be certain. Russian diplomacy may hold 
Japan in check till the Russian navy be in 
a better position to dictate conditions in the

| Total Forces Compared. 

In total displacement of the entire avalla- 
ble force, not counting torpedo craft, Russia 
has about 100,000 tons, as against the 126,391 
tons of really serviceable ships of Japan. 
In weight of metal fired in a minute's time 
Russia has 129,601 pounds to meet the 143 664 
of the Japanese, and the muzzle energy of 
Russia's total battery in that interval is 
2,056,536 foot-tons, as against the 3,577 992 
foot-tons of the speedier Japanese. The dif- 
ference of force in those blows speaks for it- 
self. In a single discharge Russia fires 42,- 
349 pounds of projectiles, with a total muzzle 
force of 773,287 foot-tons, while Japan fires 
71,506 pounds with an energy of 1,604,896 
foot-tons. The Russian 12-inch guns can 
perforate 23.6 inches of wrought iron, the 
Japanese 36.8 inches at the muzzle: and the 
§-inch guns of the Russians, firing but once 
a minute, as against three times on the part 
of the Japanese, can perforate, at the muz- 
zle, 15.7 inches of wrought iron, while the 
Japanese 8-inch guns can go through 264 
inches under like circumstances. 

On the first, or battle, line Russia has 
four battleships, aggregating 41,006 tons, 
and four armored cruisers, aggregating 88. 
610 tons, while Japan has three battleships, 
aggregating 30,490 tons, and.three armored 
cruisers of 21,950 tons. The result is Russia 
has eight ships with a total of 76,616 tons 
displacement and Japan has but six ships 
with a total of 61,440 tons displacement, a 
greater actual average indi 
8 eight of Russia's.

united action. The Black Sea fleet, which‘ 
comprises substantially half of Russia’s best 
fighting force, is denied outlet to the Medi- 
terranean. From authoritative sources it is 
said a secret understanding between Russia 
and Turkey covers the passage of the Black 
Sea fleet through the Dardanelles whenever 
Russia may so desire, but, there can be no 
doubt that that agreement means only when 
the integrity of the Ottoman Empire shall 
be threatened by the other European powers. 
As a result, Russia can now count for work 
in the Pacific upon the squadron she now has 
there, augmented, perhaps, by a couple of 
battleships and a gunboat or two... Russia's 
present force.on the Pacific station com- 
prises two battleships, built in 1891 and 1894; 
four armored cruisers, built in 1888, 1888, 
1804, and 1896, respectively; two cruisers of 
moderate protection and behind the times, 
and eight gunboats. There are some other 
vessels in the shape of small supply ships, 
which Have precious little military value. 
To this force, in a short while, Russia could 
add the Poltava and the Petropaviovsk, bat- , 
tleships launched in 1894 and but recently | 
completed. 

Russia's armored cruisers, of which the 
Rurik and the Russia, respectively of 10,925 
and 12,130 tons displacement, are the only 

ships fit to be so termed, are not what should 
be called armored cruisers. The ships were 
undoubtedly built to attack Great Britafn’s 
transport service to India, and were designed 
well-nigh exclusiyely for speed and great 
radius of action. While.their water lines 
and the magazine, engine, and boiler spaces 
are well protected by 10-inch belt armor, the 
gun positions are practically unsheltered, 
and though they carry formidable batteries 
of inc and 6-inch guns, they could not 
stand up in the first line of attack and stand 
any sort of punishment. 


Four Big. Battleships. 


In battleships, Russia fares better, for, 
while the earlier two are somewhat behind 
the times, they could stand a deal of heavy 
knocking, and the two later ones, the Pol- 
tava and the Petropaviovek, are up to date 
in their armor and the major part of their 
batteries. Even on the Navarin and the 
Sissoi Veliky; their guns are mostly fairly 
fine twelve-inch and stx-inch rifies—the lat- 
ter quick-firing—while on the two others 

the twelve- inch and the six-inch guns are 

even more modern, but not the equivalent 

of the British wire-wound gun of today with 

which the Japanese battleships are armed. 

The muzzle energy of the Russian twelve- 

inch gun is given as 19,140 foot-tong, while 

the twelve-inch guns on the Japanese ships 

| have a muzzle energy of 33,020, firing an 

} 860-pound shot, as against the 732-pound / 
shot of the Russian piece. . 

The rest of Russia's ships in the Pacific 

are none of them serious menaces to most of 

Japan's simple, protected cruisers, some of 

the latter having exceptionally fine batteries 

of the newest order, while their specd is 

uniformly anywhere from two to four knots 

better than that of the Russian ships vf the 

same class.

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N every war of record so far stratagem 
has played an important rale beside bra- 
very. Whether this will be the case in 
the great wars of. the future Nobody can 
tell. With the enormous reach and effect- 
weness of the various missiles and with the 
smokeless powdery to boot, the science of 
war in -the next century must assume a 
character entirely different from that which 
hitherto has attached to a pitched battle. 
Armies will confront each other beyond the 
reach of vision, and the extent of the lines 
of battle will be so immense that the com- 
mander of one flank will hardly know what 
occurs on the other. Surprises, confusions, 
and opportunities for personal distinction 
will probably be few and far between. It is 
held by military authors of renown that the 
fact that nobody can have any adequate 


conception of the war of the future is one 


of the reasons why the Buropean powers try 
to avoid war among themselves. The war 
of the United States with Spain, the present 
insurrection in the Philippines, and the pend- 
ing Transvaal campaign were and are too 
much in the nature of guerrilla warfare to 
admit of any demonstration on a large scale. 


Strategy Once a Power. 

In former times things were different. 
Then it was possible that opposing armies 
should approach each other, without danger, 
to close range. Individual bravery was of 
much avail and there were numerous oc- 
casions for all sorts of clever deceptions and 
surprises. Terrible night attacks were ex- 
ecuted under cover of darkness, which at 
present, in the days of electric searchlights, 
would be without any chance of success. 

Particularly during the Napoleonic wars, 

which may be said to have established a new 
form of strategy, wonderful achievements 
were solely due to the application of strat- 
agems, and in the recently published me- 
moirs of the French General, Marcellin de 
Marbot, one may read with interest of many 
a reckless and attractive coup. 
During the Austrian campaign the bridge 
at Spitz had been strongly covered with in- 
fantry and artillery by Prince Auersperg. 
yet the French had to have this passage at 
any cost. Some days prior Napoleon had ne- 
gotiated with General Gigulac concerning an 
‘armistice; the negotiations were broken off, 
This fact was 
made use of by Marshals Mutat and Lannes, 
who, accompanied only by a few officers, 
approached the bridge, calling out to the 
Austrian outposts that the truce had been 
concluded. The French troops in the mean- 
time advanced slowly at a distance. The 
two Marshals proceed step by step, telling 
each detachment of Austrians and its com- 
mander that a truce was in effect. 


French Get the Bridge. 
French grenadiers gradually followed unti 
the Austrian artillery made ready to fire. 


{Then the French Marshals boldly straddled 


the guns, telling the Austrian commander-

But King Frederick William hesitated, evi- 
dently waiting to see who would be victor 
in the gigantic struggle between the three. 
Under the guise of a diplomatic mission the 
Prussian King sent Count Haugwitz to the 
French camp to learn how conditions were. 
Shortly before this time an Austrian corps 
under Jellachich had been defeated by the 
French under Augereau and a large number 
of prisoners and trophics of war had been 
taken and sent to the headquarters of Na- 


poleon. 

This was made use of by the French Em- 
peror, who knew that this defeat was still 
unknown in Berlin. He concluded to ar- 
range a sort of military comedy in order to 
make an impression upon Haugwitz. The 
entire scene of the arrival of the Austrian 
prisoners and the presentation of the tro- 
phies was repeated while Napoleon and the 
Prussian emissary dined together. Calling 


“* You see, Count, my troops have been 
torious at all points. The Austrian army ts 
annihilated and the Russian is about to be 
dispersed.” 
Immediately after this comedy the Prus- 
sian diplomat was induced by a convenient 
ruse to leave the French camp, and he re- 
ported to Berlin just what Napoleon ex- 
pected he would. 

Brave in Trickery. 
A masterpiece which combined both trick- 
ery and bravery was executed by Napoleon 
himself just prior to the battle of Wagram, 
when it was imperative to find a proper place 
for the location of a pontoon bridge. The 
Austrians held the bank of the river oppo- 
site the French. Single soldiers, who came 
to the river to fetch water or to bathe, were 
not molested by the Austrians, because they 
afforded but a poor aim, but larger detach- 
ments were promptly fired upon. Napoleon 
and Massena donned the uniforms of non- 
commissioned officers and Genera) St. Croix 
followed in the uniform of a private. Thus 
the trio advanced unmolested to the river, 
where St. Croix took a bath, while Napoleon 
and Massena studied the locality unmo- 


] 
Ruse to Catch a Spy. 

On one occasion, while he was fortifying 
the island of Loban, Napoleon became sus- 
picious that an Austrian spy had gained ad- 
mission to a certain regiment. He immedi- 
ately ordered this regiment to parade drill, 
delivered a speech to the troops, and told 
them of his suspicion. He then commanded 
that every man closely scrutinize his com- 
rades to the right and left. In this manner 
aman was d'‘scovered who was not known to 
anybody. He turned out to be a Parisian 
who had fied from the French capital to 
Austria, had secured the French uniform on 
a battlefield, and thus did the service of a 
spy for Archduke Charles. The spy was 
promptly executed. 


Gets Russian War Maps. 

Another story, which bears close resem- 
blance to the Dreyfus case; is related by 
Marbot. It is known that shortly before the 
campaign of 1812 Tschernitschew, a friend 
of Emperor Alexander of Russia, lived in 
Paris, ostensibly on account of a love affair, 
in reality as a diplomatic spy. He had suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the French plans of 
mobilization and was discovered. Diplomacy 
prevented the punishment of the principal, 
but the tool—an official of the Ministry of 
War—was executed with much display and 
great ado. 

As a matter of fact, Napoleon had already 
played the same trick in St. Petersburg, 
where the French General Lauriston ob- 
tained the original copper plates from which 
the maps and charts of the Russian general 
staff were printed. These plates were smug- 
Sled across the frontier, the Russian letters 
were — eae by Latin scrip, and thus the 
maps were printed and distribut

To decide whether or not it is fresh is a 
rather more difficult matter, unless you have 
had some experience in buying. It is com- 
paratively.easy for any not overscrupulous 
dealer to counterfeit, to a great extent, the 
appearance of freshness. If, however, you 
will bear in mind the following points you 
will be able to avoid the danger of confront- 
ing a stale turkey when you sit down to your 
dinner on Thursday, Nov. 30. Remember, 
though, that the advice herein given applies 
principally, and in parts exclisively, to the 
selection of young turkey—the kind that you, 
of course, need for Thanksgiving. This 
reservation is necessary, for the signs of 
staleness in young turkey are in some cases 
identical with the normal appearance of an 
older bird. 

The greater part of the skin should be of a 
pinky white color. If it is of a dark blue 
tint it is stale. 

The pores of the skin should be barely 
closed, the secretions under the wings oily 
and abundant, and the skin itself tender 
and yielding. If the pores are tightly closed, 
the secretions scant or watery, or the skin 
glossy and tough—it is not the one you re- 
quire. 

The eyes should be bright and full and 
feet supple and moist. If the eyes are 


sunken and troubled-looking or the feet

When ready to bake put the bird in the 
roasting pan; add a little water, small 
quantities of chopped celery, carrots, and 
onions, two cloves, and a small bunch of 
parsley. Baste with the gravy every fifteen 
minutes. Cook in a moderately hot oven 
for about two and a half or three hours. 

When cooked the pressure of the thumb 
behind the second joint of the wing will 
readily break the flesh.

For the sweet potatoes en coquilles ’’— 
Pick out four or five large sweet potatoes, 
When baked, cut in halves, lerigthwise. 
Scoop out insides, mash, add salt, butter, and

culture of the bird has been pursued in that 
State for many years on scientific princi- 
ples. and the local agricultural experiment 
station has made special investigations on 
the subject, securing information which has 
deen most useful to the growers. One great 
trouble—indeed, the greatest—in the rear- 
ing of these fowls for market lies in their 
sxtreme delicacy when young, epidemics 
carrying off whole flocks. How much help 
may be given in such matters by a little 
exact knowledge is easily understood. 

Nearly every farmer in Rhode Island 
grows turkeys, keeping a few hens and a 
cock or two over the winter, and propagat- 
ing as large a brood as possible in spring 
for the ensuing Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas. The old ones are hardy enough, roost- 
ing out on trees and rarely suffering in the 
coldest weather. Stock for market is fat- 
tened chiefly on corn and buckwheat, varied 
with huckleberries and the toothsome, 
though occasional, grasshopper. 

Anybody accustomed merely to the ordi- 
nary turkey of commerce has a gastronomic 
revelation before him if he has not had an 
opportunity to tackle the fowl of Rhode 
Island or eastern Connecticut. It is the 
food, presumably, that makes most of the 
difference, for whereas the every day bird 
is encouraged to pick up a living as it list- 
eth, the gobbier of this chosen district is 
furnished with all the hard corn it can eat. 
Few of these choice bitds are shipped far 
away, almost the entire supply of them be- 
ing absorbed by Providence, Boston, and 
other New England cities. Not a club at 
the modern Ath~ns but has Rhode Island 
turkey on its bill of fare through autumn 
and winter, and the intrusion of a Western 
substitute would be immediately detected.

Four Million Turkeys. 

It is reckoned that at least 4,000,000 
turkeys will be eaten in the United States 
on next Thansgiving day. This means about 
45,000,000 pounds of birds, which, if all of 
them were arranged in single file, would 
make a continuous procession from Boston 
across the continent to San Francisco. Just 
at the present time they are marching over 
country roads by tens of thousands, their 
armies converging upon the centers of popu- 
lation.. They are more easily driven than 
cows, never stampeding, and seldom wan- 
dering from the beaten path. Purchased in 
small flocks by traveling buyers, most of 
them are taken at length to the ‘“‘ factories,” 
where they are forced to pass through a 
narrow chute and are killed one at a time. 
When dead they are scalded in tanks of 
water, which must be of exactly the right 
temperature, for, if too hot, it gives the 
fowls a bluish tinge, while if it is too cold 
the quills come out with difficulty. Then 
they are cleaned with running water and 
chilled with ice, after which they are packed 
in barrels and shipped in refrigerator cars.

‘An additional reason for the superiority 
of the Rhode Island turkey is that it is 
crossed with the wild breed. This cross, 
obtained by the introduction of an occa- 
sional wild cock, gives vigor to the birds 
With such help the young are more easily 

ised. In spring, on the farm, the eggs are 
gathered carefully, each one being dated 
with a lead Seventeen, of as nearly 
the same date as possible, are placed under 
a hen, the reason for this precaution being 
that when the first few have been hatched 
the mother usually wishes to abandon the 
nest and leave the other eggs to their fate; 
hence the necessity of a hatch as nearly 
simultaneous as possible for the entire 
“clutch.”

MONG the most valued treasures of a 
personal character belonging to 
Queen Victoria is an autograph 
book, on the pages of which are signed 
the names of all those distinguished 

personages who have been her guests at 

Balmoral, Osborne, Buckingham Palace, 

and more particularly at Windsor during 

the sixty-three years that she has occupied 
the throne of Great Britain. To those who 
are aware of the existence of this volume of 
autographs the visit paid last week by Em- 
peror- William to his venerable grandmother 


- appeals, perhaps, the more strongly because 


they know that he as well as his consort will 
not have been permitted to leave the historic 
castie on the banks of the Thames without 
having once more inscribed their names and 
the date of théir sojourn in that book, which, 
more perhaps than any other thing com- 
prised in so small a compass, shows the 
march of time and the progress of history. 
A perusal of the volume serves to demon- 
strate above everything else the extent to 
which Engiand’s sovereign has outlived her 
contemporaries. It calls forth memories of 
dynasties that have been overthrown and of 
kingdoms that have. disappeared, and seems 
to evoke the specters of a great throng of 
rulers and of celebrated statesmen, all now 
in their graves, not a few of whom have met 
with terrible deaths at the hands of as- 


sassins. 

‘The visite pald by foreign rulers and by ' 
foréign statesmen to her Majesty possess— 
thanks to her absolute and supreme control

There are many wh belleve 
that at the time when it was said: “ On this 
rock I will build my church,“ was created a 
corporation sole of the head of the church, 
who should hold the property in trust for 
all Catholics. However that may be, it is 
certain that the creation of the corporation 
at some time also created the visitants of 
the Catholic Church, and gave to every Cath- 
olle the right. to own property which could 
never be taken from them—property which 
should ever be held in trust by a guardian. 
Years before any law save the word of the 
King was known the Archbishops and the 
King were each a corporation sole. The 
den of the King as a corporation in the 
minds of the people of the earlier centuries 
is the key to many of his paradoxical at- 
tributes in constitutional theory—his invis- 
ibility, his immortality, and many others

First Corporation Sole. 

It was some years after its organiza 
before the first Catholic congregation of 
Chicago had a corporation sole of its own, 
for it had begun to grow in pace with the 
new city before the Rt. Rev. William Quar- 
ter was made the first “ Catholic Bishop of 
Chicago.“ 

In 1883 Father St. Cyr was sent from St. 
Louis to take spiritual charge of the Cath- 
olics of Chicago. At that time the distance 
was a two weeks’ journey. There were 200 
Catholics in Chicago at that time, chiefly 
French-Canadians, though there were also 
a few Irish, American, and German families 
among them. Father St. Cyr at once set 
about erecting a wooden church which he 
called St. Mary's of the Lake, the first Cath- 
olle property in Chicago. 

In 1834 Bishop Brute was appointed to the 
see of Vincennes and was given jurisdiction 
over Chicago. . 

Then, sixty-five years ago, when the city 
was in its infancy,<Bishop William Quarter 
came and took the leadership of the uphold- 
ers ‘of the Catholic cause. They worshiped 
in this small wooden edifice at State and 
Lake streets. Little as was the value of the 


not have brought $50 at auction, and small 
as was the number of worshipers, yet they 
wished to have held in trust for themselves 
and their children this nucleus for a per- 
manent church property. 


Law Passed in 1861. 

With this in view, the early Catholics had 
Bishop Quarter and his successors consti- 
tuted a corporation which should watch over 
the interests of the Diocese of Chicago. Sub- 
sequently it became necessary for the mu- 
nicipal bodies to duly incorporate it by civil 
law. Therefore in 1861 the following law 
was approved, which made “ the Catholic 
Bishop of Chicago” a power in both civil 
* religious courts: 

tion 1—Be it enacted the 

State of Illinois, — in 
sembly, that the present Catholic Bishop of Chi- 
cago, and his successors in office, be and are 
hereby created @ body politic, and a corporation 
sole, under the name and style of The Catholic 
Bishop of Chicago, and by that name said 
Bishop and his successors in office shall known, 
and shall, hereafter, have succession; and shall 
sue and be sued, piead and be impleaded, defend 
and be defended, in all courts and places whatso- 
ever. The Catholic Bishop of Chicago shall 
have a seal of office, and may change and alter 
the same at pleasure; and may acquire, hold, and 
convey property, real, personal, and mixed of any 
kind and nature whatsoever; and shall have 
powor to borrow money, and mortgage and in- 
cumber said property, so to be held, as aforesaid, 
or any portion thereof, as security for the money 
borrowed under the authority of this act. 

Absolute power was given to the Catholic 
Bishop of Chicago,“ who, however, had to 
meet the requirements of the technicalities 
of the law. All property which before the 


of the law had been intended to be 


vested in the head of the Catholic diocese 
was by the passage of the civil law confirmed 
to “the Catholic Bishop of Ohicago abso- 
lutely, subject, however, to the gifts, grants, 
deeds of trust, mortgages, and other lawful 
assurance which had before been made by 
Bishop Quarter. All the gifts, grants, deeds, 
and conveyances, and also all devices and 
bequests made to the Catholic Church, had 
been made in many different names, and the 
administrator was variously called Bishop 
of Chicago, “ Catholic Bishop of Chicago,“ 
“Roman Catholic Bishop of Chicago, or 
Administrator of the diocese „t Chicago,” 
but these were all taken to mean “ Catholic 
Bishop of Chicago after the passage of 
the act. 

There are five sections of the law, which 
closes by saying: 

Section 5—This act shall be a public 
shall be in force from and after the — 1. 
it; and all laws and parts of laws in confliet with 
this act are hereby repealed; and the Legisiature 
reserves the right to amend or repeal this act 
without divesting any right to property acquired 
under it at the time of the passage of the act.

ot these have made such exertion~in behaif

All of this is church property, and as such 
is exempt from taxation. A parish house 
is always in connection with the church, 
and one of these is built in any section of 
the city as soon as one is needed. On ac- 
count of the corporation there is no trou- 
ble about the necessary funds when a new 
Sanctuary is required. Neither is there 
danger of sacrilege in regard to Catholic 
churches and consecrated ground, for when 
once property passes into the hands of the 
corporation sole-for the use of the Catho- 
lic people that property is forever Catholic. 
There is no instance on record where a

Notable Corporations Sole. 

Perhaps The Catholic Bishop of Chi- 
cago’’ is the most notable instance of a 
corporation sole in this country. In some 
countries, such as Scotland., for instance, 
the Catholic institution is the only corpora- 
tion sole in the country. 

A singular modern instance is the Treas- 
ury Solicitor, although as regards property 
some of the public departments represented 
by their chief—as the Secretary of War or 
the Secretary of State—have property 
transmitted without conveyance to each 
suecessive holder of the office. This, in part, 
constitutes each succeeding incumbent a 
corporation sole, although not in the his- 
tory of corporations, it is said, is there one 
which is so complete as the corporation sole 
of the Catholic Church, represented in this 
city by The Catholic Bishop of Chicago.” 


TRADING IN THE TRANSVAAL. 


Shops Are Made of Galvanized Iron, and 
Although Hot as Ovens, Are 
Hospitable Places. 


Ordinarily the Transvaal trading store is 
of galvanized iron, upon which the sun beats 
down with all its intensity, making the air 
within almost unbearable. But the trader 
does not mind this. Dressed in a pair of 
trousers, a light pair of shoes and a flannel 
shirt, he reclines on a convenient part of 
the counter, and with the aid of his pipe 
passes the time until a customer arrives. 

Should the customer be a white man, the 
storekeeper and he will as a rule retire into 
the little side room for a few minutes, anda 
bottle and a couple of glasses will be pro- 
duced. Should he, on the other hand, be a 
negro the trader will glance at him casually, 
and, without moving, will ask him what he 
wants. He does this because Kaffirs often 
want something which they know the store- 
keeper has not got. The shelves in the back 
of the shop are piled up with gaudy blankets, 
clothing of all descriptions, tinned goods, 
clocks and vases, cheap ſewelry, and vari- 
ous other commodities. Below these shelves 
are the bins where the sugar, flour, meal, 
and coffee are kept. On one side are small 
shelves where patent medicines stand. 

Outside the store, on the stoop, are the 
agricultural implements, plows, a 
new American inventions of all sizes and 45 
descriptions that are too or too heavy

California County Furnishes a Curiosity 


in the Insect Line Difficult to 
Account For. 


Shasta County, Cal., is the land of won- 


ders. They have a volcano out there that 


the natives brag about from infancy to 
the grave. They have copper mines that 


beat all creation, and the inhabitants have 


even been known to boast of the size and 


ferocity of their fleas. 


The latest is the dancing egg. It is laid 
by some as yet undetermined insect on the 


leaves of oak trees. Masses of these eggs 


cling to the underside of the leaf, and as 


they advance toward maturity they drop to 


the ground and dance about like electrical

SEALS FOUND IN FRESH WATER. 


Some of the Russian school geographies 
still represent Lake Baikal in Siberia as the 
largest fresh water lake in the world. The 
lake is among the largest, though it by no 


means merits the distinction that these Rus- | 


sian writers have tried to give it, says the 
New York Sun. It is supposed that when a 
large part of Siberia was a sea bottom, cov- 
ered by the northern ocean, the seals made 
their way into the depression which, upon 
the emergence of the land, became Lake 
Baikal. They found the conditions favora- 
ble, accustomed themselves to the change 
from salt to fresh water, which probably 
was a gradual process, and multiplied and 
flourished in the inland sea as their fathers 
had done in the icy ocean. 

In Lake Baikal is a long, narrow island 
about a fifth as large as our Long Island. It 
is called Olkhon Island and is inhabited by 
the Buriats, a tribe that has been little 
known till recently except to a few traders. 
The Buriats depend in part upon the seal 
fishery for subsistence, but the business is 
unreliable and the natives turn to other in- 
dustries, for every now and then the seals 
are not plentiful. In 1891 they did not see a 
single seal, and the animals were not really 
plentiful again till 1894. In 1895, a good av- 
erage year, 2.437 seals were shot, which 
yielded oll to the value of $3,390. The Buriats 
have horses and cattle to the number of 
7,520 and over 33,000 sheep and goats. They 
also catch fish which is sold among the 
white settlements on the mainiand. A part 
of the money they get for their oll. fish, wool, 
and hides is spent in buying wives, who 
bring rather exorbitant prices, considering 
the poverty of the people. It costs from $75 
to $100 on an average to purchase a wife, and 
many a young man has to defer his matrimo- 
nial Intentions for years till he can raise 
money enough to invest in so expensive a 


luxury.

T is the firm belief of the more enthusi- . 
astic naturalists that the Pilgrim Fathers 
derived the idea of a Thanksgiving cele- 
bration from the squirrels. Tradition has 
it that Elder Brewster or some other one 

of the worthies saw a gray squirrel perched 
on a limb and chattering with delight over 
the fact that the hard work of the frosty 
season was done and that just below him in 
the hollow trunk of the tree was a great 
store of hickory nuts and butternuts laid 
by for winter use. 

The tradition may not be worth much, but 
it is certain that many mammals and some 
birds have a good reason every late Novem- 
ber for a genuine harvest home rejoicing. 
Aisop could have found scores of creatures 
other than the ant and the grasshopper by 
means of which to inculcate in fable his 
famous lesson of thrift. 

Woodpecker Hoards Acorns. 

Everybody, almost, knows the habit that 
the California woodpecker has of storing up 
food for winter use. Not many knew that 
the red-headed woodpecker, so common in 
the suburbs of Chicago, has in recent years 
learned to follow the prudent example of his 
Western brother. 

Go at any time during the late fall months 
to some place loved by the redhead and he 
will be seen gathering acorns and hammer- 
ing them away in crevices in the bark of 
some great tree. Professor Libby of the 
University of Wisconsin, who lectured in 
Chicago last week, showed several sections 
of tree trunks whose surrounding bark was 
literally’ packed full of the “ fruit of the 
oak. 

If a blacksmith could hit as hard a blow 
with his hammer in proportion to his size 
as does the woodpecker with his bill there 
would be many a smashed anvil in the land. 
In order to loosen the woodpecker's treasure 
of acorns it is necessary to cut them out 
with a knife, so tightly are they hammered 
into place.

WHERE BRITISH. 


Great Camp at Aldershot 
the Scene of Unusual 


Activity. 


NEAR SURREY HILLS. 
Soldiers Assemble There Be 
fore Setting Out to Foreign 
Wars. 


HE scene of greatest activity in all 
England today is the gfeat camp at 
Aldershot, the principal military 
depot, where troops are being massed 
with feverish energy. Aldershot is 

situated on a tolerably level but somewhat 
dreary plain at the conjunction of the border 
lines of Hampshire, Berkshire, and Surrey. 
The camp lies thirty-five miles southwest 
of London and some two days’ march from 
Portsmouth and Southampton, the principal 
points for the embarkation of troops ordered 
on foreign service. 

Either of these ports could be reached by 
rail in a couple of heurs, but as far as rail- 
roads go Aldershot does not occupy a par- 
ticularly good strategic position, since it 
must depend entirely for its service in this 
respect on a branch of the Southwestern 
road. This, however, runs direct to both 
Portsmouth and Southampton, while the 
country between the camp and these two 
towns affords every facility for the rapid 
movement by road of large bodies of troops. 

But when Aldershot was selected rail- 
roads were not the factor they are now, and 
the spot was chosen because an army sta- 
tioned there could rapidly occupy the adja- 
cent Surrey hills, which furnish London's 
main safeguard against an enemy advancing 
from the south coast. 

The soil of the plain is particularly suita- 
bie for a camp, as it is light, and being un- 
derlaid with gravel and sand dries off rapid- 
ly after. rain. It produces little but ling and 
heather, with occasional groups of black 
pine in low spots mingled with birch. 


Established in 1855. 

The camp was first established during the 
Crimean war—1855—by Lord Hardinge, then 
commander-in-chief, and at the end of the 
war. was made a permanent institution. The 
original intention was for all the occupants 
to live perpetually in tents under conditions 
somewhat similar to those they might ex- 
pect to meet with during a campaign, but 
from time to time huge barracks and enor- 
mous stables have been erected, so there is 
now accommodation of this sort for nearly 
a full army corps. A large portion of the 
forces stationed there still camps out for 
practice, however. 

The camp is always kept scrupulously 
clean, and the discipline maintained Is strict. 
Drilling is perpetually in progress, while 
field days and sham fights occur constantly, 
their frequency depending on the General in 
command. This post is much sought after, 
and is given in rotation to the most dis- 
tinguished Lieutenant Generals. During 
his tenure of office there the Queen’s third 
son, the Duke of Connaught, rendered him- 
self unpopular by working his men unusual- 
ly hard, but his successor, Sir Redvers 
Buller, who resigned the command to go to 
Africa, was much more lenient in this

would always offer attractions, for with a 
good field glass the maneuvers can be plainly 
observed from several positions that visitors 
are permitted to occupy. At present a visit 
there should be peculiarly interesting, for 
preparations that dwarf anything ever here- 
tofore attempted by England are in progress 
there, and strenuous efforts are being made 
to gather a force at least sufficiently large to 
replace the troops ordered to Africa. As 


untrained mimic campaigns will be in prog - 
ress there daily, so that lovers of warlike 
sights should be able to get their fill of them 
with ease and safety. 

Visitors can find ample accommodation 
in the town adjoining the camp, for the 
proximity of the camp has caused a town 
to spring up—though the region before was 
practically uninhabited—the population of 
which, according to the last census, ex- 
ceeded 20,000 civilians. Still plenty of room 
will always remain for the camp, for the 
government's original consisted of 
a tract over three miles square, and large 
purchases have since been made south of 
the Basingstoke Canal, which divides the 
tract into the south and north camps. 

The number of regulars stationed at Alder- 
shot always exceeds 10,000, to which must 
be added during the clement months a con- 
stantly changing assemblage of militia and 
volunteers. 


Has Its Racetrack. 


Like most places where British soldiers 
congregate, the camp can boast of a well 
appointed racetrack. Its commodious grand- 
stand is but little used, for a prettily ter- 
raced knoll on the opposite side of the course 
is the fashionable promenade from which 
to see the races. These are all over hurdles. 
and confined to men riders. The fields are 
large and the course severe, hence spills 
are frequent, though some few of the army 
men are among the best riders on earth. 

Within a short distance of this racecourse 
was fought the world famous battle of 
Farnborough, in which the American 
favorite, Heenan, defedted the English 
champion, Tom Sayers, the fight taking 
place in the open in a ring pitched on the 
bare heath. 

To the east of Aldershot lie the hills, 
which are fondly looked on by cockneys 
as London’s most efficient safeguard against 
any foreign invader. ‘This range—or rather 
series of ranges, for the Hills rise one be- 
hind the other—has an average height of 
several hundred feet and extends across 
Surrey well into Kent. Some of the hills 
are too steep to permit the growth of trees 
on their sides. Others are beautifully 
wooded, while in the valleys separating 
them are some of the handsomest trees in 
the world, the limbs of many supporting 
huge bunches of mistletoe. 

These valleys.are so deep and winding 
that, with the hills manned by the Alder- 
shot army. the passage of them might 
well prove impossible to an enemy a- 
vancing from the southeast, from which 
point military men seem to agree that any 
invasion of England must come. The River 
Mole, which drains the district, derives its 
name from its habit of frequently burrow- 
ing its course through subterranean 
sages. This river washes the foot of 
Hill, the highest and most southerly of the 
Surrey range. The south face of this curi- 
ous mound rises almost perpendicularly for 
over 500 feet. Immediately below it on a 
level plain stands the town of Dorking, 
around which military experts, both British 
and continental, declare a battle to decide 
the fate of London will some day be fought.
